MILITARY SYSTEMS OF RUSSIA 
AND CHINA.

It is curious as well ns instructive to notice 
the very different results which the different 
inilitary systems of Russia and China 
respectively have had in the case of the 
two nations.

When the Manchus had succeeded in com- 
pleting their conquest of China, Suunout,. 
the first Emperor of the new line, in order 
to maintain the ascendency of the race, fixed 
nineteen different garrisons in the chief 
strategic positions in the provinces. Ofthese, _ 
nine were placed in the chief provincial . 
capitals from Canton to Hsianfu; while 
the remaining ten were located at other 
prominent points, as Chapu at the entrance 
of Hangchow Bay, Chinkiang at the crossing 
of the Yangtsze by the Imperial Grain Canal, 
and Kingchow and Hupeh to guard the 
entrance to the Tungting Laks, &e. Separate 
fuuds were set apart for the sustenance of 
these garrisons, who were supposed to retain 
their military organisation, were divided 
into companies and brigades, and forbidden — 
to intermarry or have any social relations 
with the Chinese in their vicinity. So well 
te were the latter of these rules that up 
till the breaking out of the first war with 
England, these garrisons were maintained 
intactas faras their numbers and their perfect

the ‘isar. Jt is this that renders the 
progress of Russia so dangerous to 
civilisation, nnd perhaps so far we may 
congratulate ourselves that the measures 
taken by the early Manchu Emperors were 
rendered useless by the apathy of their 
successors. Had the Tartar garrison of 
Peking, for instance, shown any military 
disposition whatever, aud had, it joined the 
party of the nominal Manchu Empress— 
really by blood a Chinese, as the irony of 
fate makes it—there would huve been no 
escape for the devoted Legations, and the 
serio-comedy of the coup d’état would have 
ended in a very different result than the 
scuttle to Hsinn. The contrast is only 
another instance of the momentarily in- 
significant causes that ultimately result in 
world-wide effects. 


GREAT BRITAIN AND THE 
INDEMNITY.

(Daily Press, 10th June.) 

Our London correspondent’s telegram 
received yesterday is to the effect that the 
representatives of the PowersinChinaare not 
yet agreed as to several points in connection 
with the indemnity which that country is to 
pay. One of these points is the advisability 
of stipulating that the whole of the Chinese 
Empire shall be thrown open to foreign 
trade instead of the proposed incrense of 
the Tariff. This proposal was made by Mr. 
Rocxuttt, the United States Commissioner, 

and it is understood that Japan is in favour 
of it. The British representative, Sir 


Ernest Satow, we are told, opposes it. If 


we understand the American proposal rightly, 
the throwing open of the whole of the 
Empire to foreign trade by the large 
increase which it will bring into the Imperial 
exchequer is to take the place of any 
augmentation of the existing Tariff. This 
general opening of China to foreign com- 
meree is a necessity of the future, and no 
one can deny that the Powers should do all 
that they can to facil'tute the process. 
The only question at issue is whether it 
can be brought about at once. Up to the 
present, even the opening of the inland 
waters to foreign trade and navigation, 
nominally conceded to Sir Craupe Mac- 
Donaup, has never been effective. Mr. 
Rooxstiy’s proposal is wider still in its 
scope. ‘Its opponents, no doubt, question 
whether the time is yet come for such a 
sweeping change. We have no means at

It is nevertheless a sign of the whole-hearted 
way in which the Japanese are taking up . 
the question of plague-prevention. -. 
Now our sanitary authorities have been 
carrying on & vigorous crusade against rats 
from au enrly date last year, and in. this 
particular it cannot be urged that they have 
been retiss. But of course the difficulties 
of coping with these vermin here ate greater 
‘by far than in Japan, in fact peefbably 
greater than in any port of the Enst, owing 
to the bulk of our shipping. Moreover, the 
plague had got a firm hold on the place 
before a continuous warfare against them — 
was begun. Whatever their actual. con- 
nection with plague, there is no doubt that 
Hongkong labours under especial disadvan- 
tages as fur as infection by rats in concerned, 
and we do not desire to. minimise the 
difficulties of our sanitary con ditions, as our. 
drainage system is certainly one which 
fosters the harbouring of vermin, Taking 
the second point, however,. that of the 
medical staff engaged on the spot, it need | 
not be said to those who have read recent 
articles in these columns and in those.of 
our contemporaries’ that Hongkong is 
shamefully undermanned medically, and 
that as far as can be seen no special efforts 
are being made to meet the emergency. 
Then as to medical inspection and cleansing 
of the poorer-class dwellings, this in 
Hongkong has been put off until the 
plague was on us in full violence, For 
reasons apparestly sentimental we refrained 
from cleansing our villages during the 
season when plague practically waa non- 
existent. A recommendation of the 
Sanitary Board on the point. was rejected 
by the Legislative Council, and it was 
decided that the villages should remain 
dirty—with what result we now know. 
Even if we grant the contention of the 
Chinese members of the Council that itis a 
hardship on the villagers to make them — 
keep their houses in a decent condition, it is 
an absurd parsimony on the part of the 
Government to hesitate about the cos: of:

. THE MISSIONARY TROUBLES 

' AND A PROPOSED CURE. . 

_ + (Daily Presa, 13th June.) 

_, Wementioned the other day that the Rev. 
Timoruy Ricuaxp had been invited by the 
Chinese officials at Peking to advise them | 
how to deal with the missionary troubles / 
in the northern provinces. He was requested 
in the first place to make such suggestions 
in connection with the difficulties which had 
occurred in Shansi, a province where he 
resided no less than ten years (1876- 
1886) and with which he has an intimate 
acquairtanc:. The native papers in Shang- 
hai now publish a list of suggestions drawn 
up by Mr. Ricwarp for the settlement of 
the Shansi troubles, and these, we t. ink, 
will be read with interest here. It is to be 
noted in the first place that he doe: not 
deal with the question of the murder of 
foreigners, which he says lies in the hands 
of the foreiyzn representatives and the« 
Chinese plenipotentiaries. The suggesticns 
which he submits, and which have been 
appproved by Lr Huxa-cuana (who is 
reported to have been exceedingly pleased 
at the moderation of Mr. Ricuarnp’s views, 
exclaiming ‘that never yet in China has 
the:e been such an enlightened and 


mocerate gentleman as the Rev. Trmoruy 
_ Rrcwarp has shown himself to be, and that 
if his suggestions could be put into effect 
more = 


there would be no 
troubles in the empire), are as follows :— 
1. Very many converts were murdered 
in the various prefecture departments and 
district magistracies on account of which 
the perpetrators are ly law guilty of death. 
But I know that these men were really 
directed by the officials, and were also evilly 
influenced by the Boxers, and I have not 
the heart therefore to ask for condign 
punishment for all concerned ; but I am of 
the opinion that in every perfecture where 
there were murderous riots one of the 
leaders of them should be punished as a 
warning to others. Furthermore, if the 
Govérnor of Shansi coul-! issue earnest 
proclamations exhorting all sincerely to 
repent of their misdeeds, our missions will 
exercise leniency and ask for the pardon of 
the guilty leaders. 

2. Al:bough the gentiy and people of 
Shansi'who assisted in murderous attacks 
on converts are Jeniently dealt with, and no 
demands nre made for the death penalty 
in. their cases, they are not absolved from 
blame nor can. they decline responsibility 
for the outrages. They must be punished 
by being made to indemnify the converts 
who lost their personal property dud houses, 
as Well ag to take steps to pay for the 
support of orphans and widows, 

3. ‘Ihe province of Shunsi to be fined 
. the sum“of ‘Ts. 500,000, to be paid up in 
ten years in annual instalments of Ts. 
50,000. ‘ This monty is, however, not 
intended “for foreigners nor for native 
converts; but it should b> devoted to the 
enlightentient of the people of Shansi, in 
the shapéij of schools for the purpose 
of practical education, so that the officials, 
gentry, lferati, commoners, and their 
childrzn may learn, and not suffer themselves 
to be evilly'influenced by reason of their 
ignorance!” A well-educated foreign and |

once to this country. But when more 
missionaries-are sent out to China, and if 
these should come to Shansi, t'ie officials 
and gentry shall be expected to treat them 
with propriety and apologise to them fur 
what has happened. 

6. To bring about the ending of all 
missionary complications and put matters 
On an enduring basis, Chinese officials nust 
treat native converts exactly as they would 
non-converts. All should be treated im- 
partially and regarded with benevolence 
on the part of the officinils. If a convert 
breaks the law he should be dealt with 
strictly according to the law. Should a 
convert act deservingly, he should be 
promoted and rewarded and given the 
chance of beco ning an official like any 
other person uot a convert. If matters'are 
managed in this way, no matter whether it 
is in Caina or in foreign countries, in the 
past or at the present day, there has never 
been any breaking of peaceful relations 
umongst tho masses. If this question be 
not dealt with in the manner above 
suggested, it is .o ba feared that, much as 
peaceful relations may be desired, it will be 
impossible. 

7. After this settlement is made, a list 
shall be kept of riote:s’ names, and if the 
do not repent and still pérsecute the Church, 
they must be punished according to law 
without hope of forgiveness 

To these suggestions Mr. RicHarp adds 
the advice that no time should be lost in 
engaging at. once foreign experts in railways, 
mines, the manufacture of steel, in agriculture 
and commerce, and appointing them either 
as chief superintendents or colleagues of 
Chinese officials to set about opening up the 
country, thereby bringing prosperity amongst 
the people and peace between foreigners 
and natives. In conclusion, he states that 
twenty years ago he made these suggestions 
to both Lr Huna-cnana and Cuane CutH- 
TUNG, but they were not then adopted ; he 
trusts that it is not yet too late to adopt 
them. Mr. Ricwarn's proposals really 
require no comment. They are practical 
aid just. The fifth clause claims from 
Shansi an indemnity ef 500,000 taels, which 
may with advantage Ye compared with the 
7,000,000 claimed by the Roman Catholics 
in the snine province, and the object to which 
the sum is to be devoted is ciearly stated. 
Mr. Rrcuarn’s proposals may be regarded 
as adequate to the situation, and’ require 
ouly that both parties, Christian and non- 
Christian, shall do their best to act up to 
them in order to furnish a more rational 
basis for missionary effurt in China than 
has up to the preseut existed. 


THE DEPARTURE OF SICK 
CHINESE FROM HONGKONG.

We learn, on very good authority, that in 
response to a petition from the leading 
Chinese in the Colony, a deputation of 
influential Chinese at Canton has approached 
the Viceroy of that city and asked him to 
communicate with H.E. Sii Henry Bragg, 
with the object of allowing any Chinese who 
muy be sick, through any cause, to leave the 
Colony for their homes in China. Hitherto, in 
response to unofficial requests, the Governor 
of the Colony has been unable to du this, 
because Great Britain is a party to the 
Venice Conveation, which forbids any 


country dumping its s:ck and indigent into. 


foreign territory. China did not sign the 
Conventiou, which omission did not release 
Great Britain from its duty. Now, however, 
if the Chinese officially ask for the Conven- 
tion to be set aside, we see no reason why

FRENCH RAILWAY SCH 
YUNNAN. | 
ea Caen, | 

(Daily Press, 14th June.) 
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The announcement that the Governor- : 


General of Indo-China “has formed a 
“company with a capital of seventy million 
‘francs to construct and exploit. a railway 
“into Yunnan,” telegraphed by-- Reuter, 
would, were the enterprige any other than 
French, excite in most minds ‘a lively 
satisfaction. It is true that Yunnan is a 
very malarious country, that it is the most 
mountainous, difficult, and inaccessible of 
the Chinese provinces, and that it ig 
scantily populated, the entirs population 
being estimated at less than twelve millions 
in au area of 107,969 square miles.. But 
none the less is it rich in minerals, the 
copper mines having for centuries mainly 
supplied the wants of the Celestial Empire, 
while the salt deposits are also of great value. 
Gold and silver are likewise known to exist, 
and jadestone is found in soe districts, ‘The 
soil is admirably adapted to the cultivation 
of the poppy, and a large quantity of opium 
is annually exported from the province. The 


famous Puerh tea is grown in the district _ 


known by that name, and there are other 
valuable products, which are capable of 
extensive development, were markets for 
them made accessible. There is no reason 
why France should wot cherish, as a legitt- 
mate ambition, the desire and project to 
tap this province, and bring to its border a 
mnarket for its varied products. Were this 
the aim of the French Governmont, we 
should heartily wish them all ‘success; 
but when we have good reason to believe 
that the main idea in forming the 
company above referred to is not to open 
up trade and develop the resources of the 
country, but to spread French ixfluence, 
enlarge the area of French colonies, and 
divert to French monopolists the trade and 
public works of another great country, then 
we find it difficult to accord our sympathy 
to French enterprise in this direction. 
Unfortunately the French politicians and 
writers suffer acutely from earth-hunger, 
and to appense this malady they are ever- 
lastingly seeking to discover fresh countries, 
not for absorption, but merely for annexation 
onthetap. Meantime the French people keep 
their thriftily saved money in the stocking, 
or cautiously invest it in Hentes or. in real 
estate. Now and again, it.is true, they 
get bitten by some wild-cit scheme like the 


Panama Canal project, which absorbed so. 


many millions of hnrd-egrned money, 
but as a rule French - investors look 


askance at enterprises in distant coun- - 


tries, even. if carried’ on under the aegis 
of the French Republic. Nor do French- 
men seck these new: countries either for 
purposes of trade or settlement. With the 
exception of a very few merchants, a few

paid officiale, and the naval and military 
forces detailed for their protection. To 
be quite just and fair, the officials proceed 
to do their work pretty thoroughly ; good 
roads, bridges, and- other works are under- 
taken and carried out with reasonable expedi- 
tion, while careful surveys are made with a 
view to ascertaining the natural products and 
the capabilities of the soil. Nor is thisall. In 
most French Colonies nurseries and zardens 
are formed and trials made of the cultivation 
of various products, to demonstrate to 
planters of what the soil is capable. In 
this matter, at any rate, our French friends 
furnish a noteworthy example to the 
British authorities. 

Where the French Government fil most 
egregiously is in the proper encourage- 
ment uf trade. Not only do they strangle 
commerce in its infancy by the imposition 
cf high . protective duties; they do not 
even do the best they might with their own 
opportunities. French capital, one would 
imagine, encouraged by the tariff-wallerected 
for its benefit, would readily enter such 
an arena and secure the field prepared for 
Such, however, is not the fact. Under 
the buleful shadow of protection, trade slowly 
languishes, and ports like Saigon and Hai- 
phong, which should be great ceutres of trade 
and busy marts, are in reality stagnant 
cities maintained almost entirely by the 
Chinese demand for rice, of which, notwith- 
standing French protection, there is still a 
large export. France is a manufacturing 
country and has grent facilities, with her 
scientific inventors and skilful craftsmen, 
for turning out both good and cheap 
manufactures. Yet her colonies do not 
materially increase in spite of the protection 
accorded to them. The illiberal fiscal policy 
of the French Government naturally causes 
other countries to look with intense disfavour 
upon any efforts to create new Gallic 

preserves where their goods will be barred 
out by a prohibitory tariff. No Power 
therefore would like to see France established 
in the position of a protectorate over 
Yunnan, England, Germany, the United 
States, and Japan only desire for themselves 
and others a fuir field and no favour ; they 
are perfectly willing that French goods 
should find their way into Yunnan on equal 
terms with their products. This, however, 
is not what France seeks: she desires 
a monopely of the market for her 
manufactures, and, like Russia, will tolerate 
no rival in the field. What has hap- 
pened in Indo-China would be repeated 
in Yunnan if French officials had their way. 


: _. The projected railway to Yunnan, like the 


Russian line through Manchuria to Port 
Arthur, is intended as the first link in the 
chain by which it is hoped to enlarge the 
boundaries of Indo-China and build up an 
exteut, if not in 
wealth. Having lost India, France is ever 
looking to Indo-China to form tho base of a 
new eastern‘empire which may compensate 
her for that loss. While, however, her 
traders cling so steadfastly to the soil of 
la belle France, and her rulers continue to 
hug their policy of protection, French enter- 
prise abroad is never likely to flourish 3 and 
French methods can only arouse distrust 
_ or excite ‘opposition.

CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT, 
SUGGESTED PLAGUE MBASURES. 
—_—~@~———— 


(Daily Press, 15th June.) 

After the reception given at the Sanitary 
Board meeting on the 8th May to H.E. the 
Governor's suggestion that plague patients 
at Yaumuti should be allowed tu bo treated 
in their own homes under certzin conditions, 
it wns hardly to bo expected that the same 
Board would welcome the proposal of Mr.- 
E. Ossorne that “persons suffering from 
plague (or under observation) be nllowed 
to remain in their own homies, provided all 
other persons occupying the same floor are 
removed, except three adults to attend the 

atient, and provided written certificate 
be produced from a medical practitioner 
that. he has charge of the case.” Neverthe- 
less the discussion on Thursday last served 

an useful purpose, in that the question was 

very well ventilated in the course of a long 

debate. Mr. Osnorne, introducing the first 

motion standing in his name, very justly 
observed that the history of plague epidemics 
in this colony since 1894 reveals the dis- 
couraging fact that though we have done 

what seemed right and proper at the moment, 
our efforts to cope with the disease have | 
never been successful. He went on to | 
express the opinion that the cause of failure 
lies in the fact that we have forced upon 
the Chinese measures which were im palatable, 
and which have caused them to thwart us 
surreptitiously at every turn. ‘Therefore, 
a8 & concession to Chinese prejudices, he 
proposed that plague sufferers and suspects 
should be treated in their own homes, 
provided all other persons but three atten- 
dants be removed from the same floor as 
the patient's room, and that medical 
practitioner certify that he has charge 
of the case. Mr. Ossorne backed up 
his proposal with a lively picture of the 
horrors of the plague hospital and of the 
journey thither, at which subsequent 
speakers scoffed, though we think that there 
can be little doubt that the truth lies be- 
tween the statements of Mr. Ossorne and 
Dr. Betu. With regard to the general 
proposal of Mr. Oszorng, Dr. Brwz's 
criticisms were trenchant. and to the point. 
It may well be asked: Where ure all the 
people to go who leave the houses? Where 
are the people to look after the patient ? 
Where can we get medical men to take 
charge of the case? How can we be 
certain that the patient was kept continu- 
ously isolated? Mr. Osporne does not 
wppear (o have stated definitely whether he 
intended his proposal to apply equally to 
all classes, If he did, it is plain that as 
far as the coolie class is concerned the 
scheme could never come into operation. 
There are no houses in the colony where 
one fluor can be devoted to a plague-stricken 
coolie and his three a‘tendants. Nothing 
less than a wholesale depopulation of this 
overcrowded city could render this feasible. 
Among all the non-Chinese cases this year, 
it has ouly been found possible to treat two : 
patients in private houses. How then can 
Wwe imagine an extension of the plan to the 
Chinese coolies. We fully recognise the 
strength of the argument that removal , 
from home and friends to the depressing 
surroundings and meagre medical attend. 
ance of the plague. hospital conduces not a 
little to the likelihood of the patient’s 
death, and it would-be gross inhumanity 
not to admit that the state of affairs now 
existing in the colony with regard to the. 
‘treatment of plague sufferers. must be: 
remedied at all costs. But beside our duties’ 
to the sick there are. our duties to the 
sound and well. The home-treatment of 
patients must either be im cticable, under 
the conditions sugyested by Mr. Osborne,

Mr. Oszoenr’s second notion, “ that the 
bodies of Chinese who have died of plague © 
may be coffined in the usual Chinese manner 
hy relatives or friends and removed from 
the colony without any restrictions,” con- 
mended itself to’ the Board, and seeing the 
substantial nature of a Chinese coffin there 
appears no reason for opposing the plan, 
provided that proper precautions are taken 
und that. the removal’ from the colony. be 
prompt. It is more a matter of concession 
to a strong national sentimeat than of any- 
thing else, and if it stops the horrible’ 
practice of dumping corpses in the street it 
will serve a good purpose. At the same 
time the proper precautions must be in- 
sisted on,.so that the concession to Chinese 
feeling may not be attended by danger to 
the rest of the community as well as to 
themselves, 

Not the least interesting part of. the 
discussion on Thursday was the passage, 
not entirely relating to the motions under 
consideration, which dealt with the subject 
of sick Chinese leaving the colony—the 
“ wriggling out of the Venice Convention,” , 
as a member of the Board described it. We - 
have already spoken of a probable petition 
to H.E. the Gareraot through thé Viceroy at 
Canton to permit these departuras, waich 
have already been takin: place surreptitiously 
The remarks offered by 
the Captain Superintendent of Police, based 
on his experience of the Chinese police in the 
colony, were very apposite. Pointin to 
the habit of these lukongs, when sick, of 
disregarding the regulation requiring them 
to go to the Government Civil Hospital and 
iustead going to their homes, Mr. Mary said | 
that the idea which the men ha@—s, good 
ilea at bottom—was to get back to their 
native villages, where there was plenty of 
fresh air. If they died, they knew where 
they would be buried. In the same way, 
if a coolie got sick and wanted to leave the _ 
colony, he would leave it. The point, in 
fact, is this. We cannot, from the facts 
of our situation, strictly enforce the: rules 
of the Venice Conyention. The exodus of 
Chinese will continue as long as a scare 
exists in Hongkong, and ‘there grees 
who would rather see the exodus legalised, 
if possible, so as to relieve overpressure at 
this critical period and give the mass of the 
i.habitants, who do not intend to leave the 
island, a better chance of escaping. the 
scourze which is now upon us.

HEALTWY CHINESE HOUSES. 

The following letter, with plans attached, 
was submitted from Mr. Fung Wa Chuen 
relative to the minute of H.E. the Governor 
regarding the erection of properly-lighted and 
ventilated Chinese houses :— 

“ Sir,—I have the honour to report, for the 
information of the members of the Board, that 
I have consulted’ the leading Chinese of the 
colony about the plan of new houses suggested 
by HE. the Governor. After due con- 
sideration, they are of opinion that although 
the proposed houses will be far better 
lighted and ventilated than thoso at present in 
existence, they can siiil be improv.c. They 
therefore recommend that the scheme of semi- 
detached houses be adopted instead, as the 
erection of blocks of two houses, 15 feet by 50 
feet: each, within a 15 feet lane between each 


~pair of houses and at the back, permits of light 


and ventilation getting to the houses from 
three sides, and also allows the lanes to be 
publicly scavenged. I beg to enclose a rouwh 
sketch which I have made of the houses in 
question.” 

The following minutes were appended :— 

Mr. Fung Wa Chuen—‘ Every two houses 
means an additional area of 250 square feet.” 

Mr. Osborne—“‘Mr. Fung Wa Chuen's 
plan is the only really effective solution of the 
difficulty, but if would be very costly.” 

Dr. Clark— The Government should provide 
the side lanes and the owner the back lane.” 

_ Hon. F. H. May—“I am afraid the cost puts 
the plan out of the question.” . 

The PRg&smpENT thought the eee was the 
best that could be adopted, but it had one draw- 
back—it would be a very costly one. One item 
of expenditure would be the lighting necessary 
for the lanes, which would necessitate the erec- 
tion of numerous lamps.

Dr. BELL—We must either adopt it or not 
adopt it. 

Mr. May—I move wa ask the Government 
what the specific proposal is—whether 
these building regulations should apply to land 
bh: reafter sold by the Crown, or whether they 
are also inndel to apply to land already sold 
for the re-erection of houses. 

Mr. OsBoRNE—The Governor has sent down 
that plan and asked our opinion of it. 

Dr. CLaex asked if the Chinese had any ob- 
jections to the plan. 

Mr. Func Wa CHUEN said there were two ob- 
jections—the first that theinmates ofone cubicle 
could gee into the next cubicle, and the second 
that if people on any of the upper floors threw 
rubbish into the street, no one could say where 
it came from, and the blame was generally fixed 
on the ten ints of the ground floor. 

The PRESIDENT then put Mr. May's proposal 
to the meeting—that the Board ask the Govern- 
mont whether the plan submitted refers only 
to Crown land to be sold, or also to land on 
which houses are to be re-erected. 

Dr. BELL seconded, and tiie motion was 
carried. 


INFANT MORTALITY. 


The report was laid on the table of the com- 
mittee appointed to consider the suggestions of 
Dr. Clark for reducing the excessive infant 
mortality of the colony. - : 

The Prestp:NT proposed that the report be 
adopted and forwarded to the Government. 

Mr. May said that in his opinion the 
infant mortality was greatly exaggerated 
by the Medical Officer of Health, and that 
the importation of infants had been left out in 
the count. The number coming from Canton 
and Macao, if included, would be found to 
average three a day. The number of Chinese 
coming into the colony during the year had 
been estimated at 10,000, and he (Mr. May) did 
not think that that estimate was very far out. 


Dr. CuarK did not think that theinfant death- 
rate had been exaggerated. Chinese parents 
were not boand to register a birth before six 
weeks, and in his opinion the number of 
infants who died before they reached that 
age, and whose deaths consequently could not 
he registered, counterbalanced the number of 
deaths registered amongst infants imported 
into the colony. 

Mr. Brewin asked if it was the caso, as the 
Medical Officer of Health said in his repovt, 
that of every thousand children born in the 
colony seventy-two died. 

Dr. CLARK—No, seventy-two live. 

Mr. BREWIN, continuing, said they ought 
not to take measures simply on account of an 
exceptional death-rate in one year. In either 
1895 or 1896, for instance, 400 out of a thousand 
infants lived—a great contrast to the present 
death-rate. 

Dr. BELL, speaking with reference to a 
proposal to offer a fee for every birth registered, 
said the first step was to get the births 
registered. They were registered in every 
blessed British colony except Hongkong. The 
colony had been running for 55 years, and yet 
it had never been able to get it done. If the 
Chinese could not be made to obey the law, it 
would be impossible to compile correct figures. 
He was surprised to know that a law to compel 
registration existed here, but in his sixteen 
years of living in the colony he had never heard 
of a man being prosecuted for non-compliancs 
with that law. 

Mr. Breewrn—It has only been in force for 
four years. 

Dr. Bett—It ought to have twenty-four 

In these four years I have nover heard 
of anyone being prosecuted. ‘ 
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The PREstDENT's motion to. adopt .the 
ri orl and forward it to. the Government, 
which was seconded by Dr. CLARK, was. put 
to the mzeting and carried. Neither Mr. May 
nor Mr. Brewin voted. - Bia E ak 
LIGHTING OF THE CENTRAL MARKET. _ | 

At a meeting-of the Sanitary Board on 4th 
April, it was resolved to recommend theGovern-__ 
ment to call upon the acting Director of 
Pablic Works for a report as to what improve- — 
ments conld be effected: in the natural and 
artificial lighting of.the Central Market. 

This recommendation was submitted to the 
Government in o letter dated 5th April, and 
in replying, under date 17th May. the .Hon. 
T. Sercombe Smith, Acting Colonial Secretary, 
stuted that the Director of Pablic Works, un 
16th May, reported that a section of the 
Central Market had been experimentally fitted 
up by the Electric Light Company with a 
lamp over each shop in such section. The: 
Government, it was further stated, ,-would 
be glad to have a report from the Board 
on the working of the experiment after it 
had received a fair trial. Tho letter concluded 
by stating that the Director of Public Works 
had also submitted a proposal to heighten 92 
windows in the ground floor at an estimated 
cost of $3,100—a sum which His Excellency the 
Governor intended te recommend the Legisls. 
tive Council to vote for tho purpose. 

Dr. Cuarx—I think this is a matter that 
should be referred to a committee. The Presi- 


‘dent and myself were in the market one night 


after seven q'clock, and we made a few experi- 
ments. We suggested that s committee of 
two should be appointed to decide the best way 
of lighting the Central Market, and report to 
the Board to that effect. 

Mr. BREWIN seconded. ' 

The proposal was adopted, the President and 
Dr. Clark being appointed as the committes. 

THE 19J2 ESTIMATES. 

On 3rd June, Mr. G. A. Woodcock (Acting 
Secretary to the Board) wrote to the Hon. T. 
Sercombe Smi.h (Acting Colonial Secretary) 
drawing attention to the following recom- 
mendations of the Board in connection wilh the 
1902 Estimates:—(1) That the sum of $15 a 
month be paid to the Police Inspector in charge 
of Kowloon City; (2) that an increase be made 
in the pay of the engineer at the disinfecting 
station of from $18 to $35 a month; (3) that. a 
stoker be engaged at $12 a month for the - 
disinfecting station, in lieu of the watchman 
who now gets $9. 

Intimation bas now been received that the 
recommendations have been approved by 
Government. = 

The papers were laid on the table. 

THE LAYING OUT OF NEW DISTRICTS. 

At ao meeting of the Board on the 30th ult, 
it was unanimously decided to ask H.E. the 
Governor to direct that before any district was 
laid out for building purposes the plan showing 
the proposed laying out should be submitted to 
the Board. 

The resolution was forwarded to the Govern- 
ment, and a reply has been received in which 
the Governor suggosts that the following 
resolution should be adopted by the Board :— 

‘ That H.E.the Governor be pleased to direct 
that, when any district has boen laid ont on a 
plan with a view. to the anle of the land for 
building purposes, the plan be submitted to the 
Board for its consideration.” The resolution 
extends only to areas in which there is prospuct 
of considerable development in the near future. 

The PResrpENt, after reading.the resolution 
in its new form, said—I see no objection to the | 
adoption of this proposal, and suggest that it 
be passed. a ef 

Dr. BELL seconded, and tho resolution was

CLOSING OF CHINESS THEATRES. 

Papers wero laid on tho table relative to the 
recommendation made at a recent meeting of the 
Board to close Chinese theatres during the 
prevalence of the present epidemic of bubonic 
plague. The reply from Government showed

QUICKLIME AND PLAGUE BURIALS, - ‘ 

Tho following letter, dated.3 sth May, 1901, 
from the Colonial Secretary's Office was read :-— 
*“ Sir,—I am directed by H.E. the Governor

'- the Chinese, and I think that our future endea- 
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burial of plague cases, which have ended 

fatally, conld be discontinued with safety ; 

having regard to the question of ground 

adulteration.” . 

Dr. Clark, to whom the letter was passed, 
minuted to thé. effect that he attached no 
importance to the use of lime, and wss qu-te 
prepared to discontinue its use. The danger 
to the community from a cead body buried 
six feet’ below the was practically 
nil.. The discontinuation of the use of lime 
would, however, necessitate more durable coffins. 

The following minutes were appended :— 

Mr. Fung Wa Chuen—‘ If the M.O.H. and 
the P.C.M.'. are of opinion that the use of 
quicklime in the burying of dead bodies is of 
no ‘use, the practica should be discontinued. 
I agree with M.O.H. that more durable coffins 
-should be used.” 

Dr. Bell—“ Seems no use.” 

Hon. F, H. May—“ If bodies clear of plague 
are never to be diginterred, the sooner the plagus 
cemétery st Monnt Davis is closed the better. 
Some of -the best sites in the colony have been 
sacrificed already to this cemetery, and it isin my 
-opinion asimple waste to go on burying in Mount 
Davis, and is besides oa bad advertisement for 
the colony.” 

Mr. May—I should like to know if any 

_quicklime is of no use, or only Hongkong 
quicklime. 

Dr. Bett—Any quicklime, 

Mr. May—Well, Idon'tknow In England, 
I believe, when a manis hung, the body dis- 
appears in three weeks when buried in quick- 
lime. 

Dr. BELL—If you ever heard of a case where 
a body so buried disappeared in three wevks, I 
should like to know about it. 

Dr. CLagk—I think we might forward to 
the Government a suggestion that the use of 
quicklime be discontinued. 

The PresipENT seconded, and the proposal 
was agreed to. 

(THE REFUSE-DESTRUCTOR. 

The following reply from the Government 
relative to an application by the Board for the 
erection of a refuse-destructor was read : — 

“ Colonial Eecretary's Office, 
“Lith Jane, 1901. 

“ Sir,—In reply to your letter of the 3rd inst., 
I am directed (o inform you that an incinerator 
for the cremation of cattle having been ordered, 
His Excellency is of opinion that it should be 
tried for the purpose of consuming rubbish in 
addition to its proper use.” ; 

Dr. CLaRK-I move that a reply be sent to 
the Government to the effect that the cattle 
incinerator will give no indication as to the 
advantages or d‘sadvantages of a refuse-destruc- 
tor in this city. 

The motion, which was seconded by the 
PRESIDENT, was carried. 

THE TREATING GF PLAGUE CASES AT HOME. 
Mr. E. O8BORNE, pursuant to notice, moved :— 
“1, That persons cuffering from plague (or 

under observation) be allowed to remain in their 

own homes provided all other persons occupying 
the same floor are removed, except three adults to 
attend the patient, and provided a written 
certificate be prcduced from a medical practi- 
tioner that he has charge of the caso. Such 
medical practitioners to be nominated by Govern- 
ment, their names and addresses published, and 
to report at once to the Medical Officer of 

Health if they find the patient is not kept 

isolated, in which event the patient be im- 

mediately removed to the Plagne Hospital. 


“9 That the bodies of Chinese who havo died } 


of plague may be coffined in the usyal Chinese 
manner by relatives or friends and removed 
from tho colony without any restrictions.” 

In making the motion, Mr. OsBoRNE said— 
About a fortnight ago we considered a sugges- 
tion from His Excelloncy the Governor that 

lague patients should be treated in (heir own 
omes, but the andacity of the idea, :f I may 


thus describe it, so paralysed the Board that. 


wo all with one accord voted against it. A 
fortnight’s reflection has, however, taught mo 
that the suggestion, startling as it first a 

, touched one of the vital spots wherein 
I think lies tho secret of success, if ever we are 
to be successful in grappling with this most in- 
sidious and deadly of for I believe, and 
have always believed, that we shall never make 
headway without the voluntary co-operation of 
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vours should tread in the direstion of securing, 
if necessary, by reasonable concessions, the 
assistance of the people themselves, firet in the 
discovery of the disease and subsequently in 
the treatment of those who become its victims. 
The history of plagne epidemics in this colony 
since 1894 reveals the discouraging and 
sorrowful fact that though we have done what 
seemed right and proper at the moment, our 
effoits to cope with the disease have never 
been successful, and the cause of failure lies. 
I think, in the fact that we have forced 
upon the Chinese measures which were 
impalatable aud which have caused them to 
surreptitiously thwart us at every turn. 
I am not saying that these measures should 
not have been tried. {[ merely say they have 
been tried and failed, and should therefore be 


discontinued, that we should io future act npon 
lines which will induce the co-operation of the 
natives and which, I think, can be brought 
about by conceding to some extent to their 


ey 


ignorance und prejudices and by conforming as 
far as possible with thoir ideas. The two mo- 
tions which I 1m about to propose have this end 
in view, the first as a concession to the livin 
and the second both to the living and the deal 
Those who are familiar with our method of 
searching out and dealing with persons suffer- 
ing from plague, cannot fai! to have any but 
the most intense pity for the snfferer w o, 
dragged by force from friends and home, con- 
veyed in a comfortless ambulance through miles 
of streets. sometimes. under a burning sun, 
deposited in the dreaded lrospital and tended by 
strangers, lies, amidst the most depressing 
surrou dings within touch of the dying. 
within sight of the dead, aud within earshot of 
the hammering-down of coffins, waiting in 
solitary despair till death completes the 
work which insanitation and disease began. 
This is no exaggerate! or fanciful picture of 
my own, but ao faithful representation of 
reality and one that exists, and correctly so, 
in the minds of the Chinese. No wondor then 
that every Chinese man, woman and child who 
can possibly afford to leave {h3 colony does 
so the moment they fall sick. and frequently 
beforehand. No wonder that friends smuggle 
away their sick and dead, or failing the latter 
and fearing the consequence of being identified 
with the corpse, dump it. into the street. 
With a view to prevent this wholesale scutt- 
ling from the colony, to stop the dumping of 
bodies, to discover the sources of infection, 
and to get at the true deith-rate of the 
colony, we should, I think, allow the sick 
to be treated in their own homes under certain 
conditions, and permit the bodies of the dead to 
be coffined in the usual Chinese masner and 
removed to their ancestral home for burial. 
At first, comparatively few would probably 
avail themselves of the privelege, but when the 
concession came to ba known, when it came to 
be underalood that a man could die of plague 
attended hy his friends and in his own home, 
aud buried according to his most cherished 
ideas, I think that many who could afford the 
services of a doctor would do so, and those who, 
through poverty, could not, would be less relnc- 
tant to go to the native hospital if they were 
assured4ef being treated by their friends, and, 
in the event of death, being removed from the 
colony without fear. These, sir, are my pro- 
posals, based on His Excellency the Governor's 
suggestion, and though these are details which 
would require to be carefully considered, I put 
them forward in the firm conviction that if 
adopted they will not be barren of good results. 
‘Mr. Osnonne then moved the aduption of 
the first motion. 
Mr. Fura Wa Cntven seconded, and said 
tho present system of dealing with plague 
atients or pligue suspects was dcing more 
hari than good. They had been going on the 
lines for the Inst seven years, and 
nothing to benofit the health of the colony 
was being done. In his opinion, a sufferer 
from plaguo had as good a chance of recovering 
in his own house as in the hospital. 
Dr. Bz, in opposing the-motion, said it had 
apparently been ae forward_ with that 


same 
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discussed, and he had then explained -his 
reasons for opposing it. Mr. Osborne 
had said something about’ details, ‘but did 
not explain what those details were. Where 
wero all the peoplo to go who left. the 
house? “Where were the people to look 
after the patient? Where would they get a 
medical men to take charge of the case? . How 
could they be certain that the patient was kept 
continuously isolated? The only way of 
making sure would be for the doctor to 
sit in the room, and a medical man would 
not ba in practice long if .it were known 
he was sitting with plague people. It was an 
old story that a sick Chinaman could not bear 
to be taken to tho hospital, but it was a wrong 
one. The oniy tims soch a thought entered 
a Chinaman’s head was when he read the atate- 
ments of people whoought toknow better. Again, 
Chinese patients, were not treated by strangers 
and coolies. They were tronted within the last . 
seven weeks at least—by trained nurses, and 
there were Chinese servants to whom they could 
talk and ask for anything they wanted. There 
was only one way to treat plague, and that way 
was not by allowing coolies to bo treated in 
their own houses. It would be a most disgrace- 
ful peering to do so. As regarded the story 
about the nailing down of coffins, that was a 
imagination, Mr. Osborne was fond of indulging 
in imagination. The nailing down was done a 
long way from the patients: Huropeans might 
hear, but not the Chinese. As to the “lony 
procession of coffins,” it did not pass in front of 
the Chinese matsheds, but in front of European 
houses. Incidentally, that:was te be remedied. 
The whole story, to Dr. Bell's mind, was 
pure imagination. There was no place where 
sick Chinese had o better chance than in ao 
British hosp tal, and, further, the amount 
of harm done to them by carrying them, when 
delirious, through the streets, was practically 
non-existent, or at least nothing compared to 
the benefits derived from treatment in the 
hospital. Where a man had plenty of money, 
he might be treated in his own housa, bacausa 
he could afford to have all the necossary 
precautions taken to secure isolation and 
skilled treatment, and prevent the spread of the 
disease. But a coolie—that was a different 
question. Concluding, “Dr. Bell said he 
opposed the motion, and that tooth and nail. 
Mr. May was also opposed to the proposal, 
and spoke in a similar strain to Dr. Bell. For 
the benefit of the gentlemin who moved it, 
he would point out that Chinesa plague 
patients were not treated in a British hospital 
but in one of their own, ran by their own 
nationals. The stories about the “ procession - 
of coffins,’ the “ binging down of coffin lids,” 
and all that, wero quite untrue. Mr. May said 
he had been down to the Tung Wah Plagne 
Hospital, and saw nothing of the kind. 
In ‘94 and ogain in ’98—ospecially in ths 
latter year—they had gone as far as they could 
possibly go to moet the objections of the Chinese. 
They had even said to thom —' If you are sick 
you can goany where you like out of the colony, 
so long as you start from a particular wharf 
and leave your namo and address.” Only throes 
Chinesy availed themselves of this permission 
to Jeave the colony when they know they wero 
sick of plague. Tho reason was that the ex- 
nse was too great, the Chinese catching plague 
being generally poor coolies. As soon as a man 
af that class got sick he went home, no matter 
what hia illness may be. Under the speaker's 
charge were seteral handred Chinese police, 
not one of whom paid the slightest attention 
to the regulation requiring any man . in 
the force, when sick, to go to the Govern- 
ment Civil Hospital. He had long ago 
given up trying to enforce, that ey baer : 
Were he to dismiss every man who disobsyod 
the rule, at tho end of six months there would 
not bo a Chinese constable left. They. simply 
went off to their rural homes, and wrote 
—“ Honoured Sir,—I feo! a little sick. I 
feel I could not get well anywhere than in my 
native village, so I hope you will grant me a 
fortnight’s leave.” “And I," ~ continued 
Mr. May, “ simply answer—Kind friend, when 
you feel better, please return to your duty.” 
(Laughter.) . Bey teh a ata ee ge eS 
Continuing, the speaker said the idas ‘these _ 
men had—s guod ides at bottom—was ‘to get 
back to their native villages, where thera was | 
plenty of freshair. If they died, they knew where 
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eight years’ trying. When one came to look 
af it, the fact that cases now-a-days averaged 
only twenty was good enough proof that the 
canltary lemes were having practical results. 
As [r. Ozborne's proposal, if people were 
turned ont of their homes, where, as Dr. Bell 
had asked, were they to go? How were they to 
know that they did not return home at night P 
Lastly, where were all the doctors coming fron 
to look after them P 

Mr, OsBornx, speaking with soma warmth, 
said there was an old proverb that “none 
were so blind as those who won't see." Dr. Bell 
had drawn a very beautiful picture—so beautiful, 
indeed, that the wonder was that a coolie, to get 
to the hospital, did not wilfully contract plague 
_ to get there, It was an extraordinary thin 

- that, with plague raging all round, they coul 
only hear of about 20 or 30 cases daily. What 
became of the others? People left the colony 
. with plague, sometimes at the earliest stages, 
often at the latest, and the police and sanitary 
authorities knew nothing about it. His proposal 
rn i hy way. to stop a great deal of that 

icit traffic. He did not intend that a Euro- 
pean doctor should go round attending these 
coolies; he meant a Chinese doctor trained in 
Western medicine. It was absurd on Dr. Bell's 
part to suppose he meant otherwise. 

Dr. BetL—It is still more absurd of you to 
talk of a Chinese docter trained in Western 
medicine. 

Mr. Ossorne—A man trained in Western 
medicine in a local hogpital. 

Dr. Bert—You can’t get one at $510 a 

month. 

Mr. Oszorne—I've got one at $100. 

Dr. BELL —That’s the last one. 

Mr. Oszoznrs, dealing with statistics of the 
plague, described them as “rotten,” and said 
they proved nothing. 

The motion was then put to the meeting by 
the PrEsipENT, but found no supporters.

PUBLIC LATRINES. 

Correspondence relative to the public latrines 

was laidjon the table. It includedadocument from 
a Chinaman recommending the use of camphor 
and landanum in the treatment of cholera and 
plague, and also complaining of the offensive- 
ness of Hongkong latrines—an offensiveness 
only slightly lessened by the use of disinfectants. 
This document was submitted to His Exoel- 
lency the Governor, who suggested that it 
might be sent to Dr. Thomson and to the 
Sanitary Board, as thero v.as something in the 
latrine question. 

Among other minutes were the following :— 

Mr. Brewin—“TI believe Mr. Chadwick 
inspected and reported on the Canton latrines : 
what were his recommendations ? 

Dr. Clark—* Mr. Chadwick recommended 
the system at present in vogue, until the time 
came that all the night-soil could be admitted 
to the sewers. ‘This latter is entirely dependent 
on the water supply, and is therefore never 
likely to be accomplished, unless sea-water is 
made available for the purpose.” 

NEW LATRINE. 

The plan of a latrine in Hing Wan Street 
was submitted. 

The PRESIDENT said the plan had been 
submitted for the approval of the Board. The 
latrine was to be public, and situated in 
Wanchai. 

On the motion of Dr. Clark, seconded by 
Dr. Brut, the plan was adopted.

The Report of Dus and Duties for the 
Chinese treaty ports in the first quarter of 
1901, just published by the Imperial Maritime 
Customs, shows some interesting figures. Com- 
_ pared with the same quarter. in 1900, the total 
col'ection gives a decrense of Hk. Tis. 1,033,695 
rae from Hk. Tis, 5,395,(32 to Hk. Tis. 
4,361,337, The ports which improved on last 
year's figures were:—Newchwang, Chefoo, 
Kiaochau, Chungking, Ishang, Shasi, Yochow, 
Nanking, ( hinkiang, Soochow, Ningpo, Santn, 
- Wuchow, Samshui, Kongmoon, Kumchuk, 
Canton, and Pakhboi. Decreases were shown b 
Tientsin, Hankow, Kiukiang, Wuhu, Shanghai, 
Hangchow, Wenchow, Foochow, Amoy, Swatow, 
and Kiungchow. 

Taking first the increases, Newchwang re- 
gistered over Hk. Tls. 3,787 against the blank 
entry of the same quarter last year. Chefoo 
advanced from Hk. ls. 108,543 to Hk. T's. 
147,582, Chungking from Hk. Tis. 93,681 to 
Hk. Tis. 141,010, Tchang from Hk. Ts. 154,323 
to Hk. ‘I lsr 271,832, Nanking from Hk. Tls. 
35,098 to Hk. Tis. 46,271, Chinkiaug from 
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West River ports all made slight advances, 
Canton increased from Hk. Ts. 465,052 to 
Hk. Tis. 503,227, and Pakhoi from Hk. Ts. 
26,640 t6 Uk. Tis. 39,387.

A MISS{ONALY TRUUBLE. 

Months ago several members of the German 
Church Mission established themselves at 
Lirachow, where they bought a house and turned 
it into a chapel. On the 24th May, the natives 
destroyed this chapel (whether by fire or by 
pulling it down is not stated). Ag the result the 
German cruiser Jaguar arrived in the harbour 
on the 2nd June for the purpose of demanding 
satisfaction. It was expected that the Lim- 
chowfu would arrive on the 3rd at Pakhoi 
to meet: the commander of the cruiser. Besides 
full satisfaction, the Germans demand a 
few thousand dollars imdemnity and two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars per day for the cruiser 
daring her stay there. If the Limchowfu did 
not come to Pakhoi, the German commander 
was to proceed to Limchow, escorted by his 
men, for the purpose of making a demonstration. 

On the afternoon of the 3rd instant, the 
Limchowfu and Hop Ho Yuon (Prefect and 
Sub-Prefect) arrived at Pakhoi. 

OTHER POWERS WATCHING. 

On the morning of the 4th instant the 
Kersaint arrived in harbour, supposedly to watch 
the movements of the Germans. <A British 
guuboat is expected to arrive at any moment. 

Later. 

Whilst I write these lines the Germans have 
just landed fifty mirines and officers. This was 
on the 4th inst. The men were marched on to 
the Yamen of the Chi Cheong Szi (civil 
magistrate).

Business in the tea market has been con- 
fined so far to boxes of Pakling and Flowery 
Pekoe.

The Glenshiel is to be the first steamer to load 
for London, but the date of her sailing will not 
be fixed until the opening of the market. 

The 8.8. Wineland left Foochow on tho 26th 
ulto. bound direct for Madagascar with a batch 
of coolies engaged by Mr. Francis Vetch for 
General Gallieni, Governor General of that 
French Colony. The men were very pleased 
with all that was done for them, and not at 
all afraid at the prospect of so long a voyage. 
The Wineland is due at Tamatave in the 
beginning of July. 

Last Tuesday the Viceroy and Tartar General 
entertained the Foreign Consals, the Commis- 
sioner and Deputy Commissioner of Customs, 
at the house of the Forcrign Board, at mid day. 
The high Provicial authorities were present, 
as well as the Amoay Tuotai and the U.8. Con- 
sul at Amoy. 

The 30th May (“Memorial Day") was 
observed at this port by a ceremony ander the 
direction of the U. 8. Consul, in which all 
Americans in port participated. They first 
visited the grave of Rev. N. J. Plamb in tho 
American mission cemetery, he having served 
in the army during the civil war. The grave 
was covered with flowers by loving hands, the 
priociple offecing being a floral American flag. 
From there the children, carrying a large 
American flag, led the prorezsion to the Foreign 
cometery, wherd the graves of six sailors of the 
American navy were decorated. Services were 
then hejd in the chap+l; Rev. Mr. Wilcox 
offered prayer.. Nev. Mr. Beard delivered a 
very eloquent address and national hymns were 
sung by the company.

It has been found that several mer have been 
engaged manufacturing rifles at the village of 
Yangchiachuang on the Taku Road, and it was 

the testing of these rifles which drew upon the 
village the foreign detachment who believed it 
to be a preconcerted signal that their assistance 
was required for the suppression of brigands. 

An arrangement was recently made by the 
troops stationed near Taichakn that the villagers 
around were to fire a rifle asa signal if. they 
were attacked by brigands, so that the foreign 
troops might hasten to their assistance. The 
other day a shot was fired by accident: and -the 
guard turned ont. The villagers thought the 
foreign soldiers were.brigands and fired on them, — 
and shots were exchanged on both ‘sides with 
one or two casualties, The village was after- 
wards searched and about thirty rifles found 
which were confiscated, and five villagers were 
arrested. ce 

A correspondent writes to our contemporary : 

“ There has lately been a great deal of discussion 
as to the advisability of the Chinese city here 
remaining under the Provisional Government. 
There are people who say that Chinese Taotais 
would govern the city better than the present 
ruiers. Those who say so are mostly people 
who have come here after the war. Tientain 
city should in my iudividusl opinion remain 
under foreign Government for several years. 
A big city on tho lines of communication - 
between the capital and the sea would form a 
source of great danger if under. Chinese 
authority, os it would become the rendezvous of 
evil-doers of any shade and colour. It was only 
the day before yesterday that an armed band of 
robbers brohe into a foreign firm's compound 
in the city, tortured some of the people there, 
and stole 4,000 taels. Again, it was from the 
walls of the Tientsin city that we were 
bombarded, it was the very nest of Boxers and. 
other rascals, and it is stated by all sensible 
Chinese that if the Provisional Government 
withdraws, affairs will soon again become 
tumaltuous. As it is, Tientsin is now kept 
under strict control, and important works are 
being carried out which in the course of time 
will make it a model city if allowed to g> 02.”

(a.} That the drains should be thoroughly 
cleansed and flushed by sea-water regularly 
and as often as possible. 

(b) That whenever it is admissible, 
plague patients should be allowed to be 
treated in their own houses, nursed by two 
or three of their relatives only, whilst the 
rest of the family should quit the house. 
By this means, it would remove from the 
unfortunate patient’s mind the idea that 
he is going to die when taken to the 

Kennedy Town Hospital, and the per- 
centage of recoveries would nndoubtedly 
be greater, to say nothing of the general 
objection to the removal of the patient from 
one end of the town to the other, in some 
cases under most trying circumstances. 

(c.) That no matter whether the Colony 
is free from plague or not, all houses in the 
city should be scrupulously cleansed once 
in every month by their occupants, to the 
satisfaction of a competent officer of the 
Sanitary Board. 

Great importance is being attached to 
fumigation and disinfection, on the theory that 
once a house has been thoroughly fumigated and 
disinfected, no more cases of plague will occur 
thereat. Then by all means let every house be 
fumigated and disinfected. But it appears to 
be more than doubtful that this process serves 
any useful purpose, as it has been fally demon- 
strated that cases have happened in houses 
which have been disinfected only a fe@ days 
previously.

streets was practically non-existent, ‘or at least 
nothing compared to the benefits derived’ from 
treatment in the hospital”; but-is this plausible 
atatement a fact? One of our local: doctors . 
informed me that one patient whose temperature 
was 100 degrees when put into the: ambulance 
was 1044 when taken out of it; from which 
think it is very reasonable to draw the inference 
that a two or threa mile ride in an ambulance is 
injurious, and that the greater the distance the 
greater the danger to the patient, and that they 
should not be compelled to travel so far, as a - 
Wanchai or East Point patient has to do at « 
present. ; 

If the plague continues year after year, the - 
effect on the trade’ of this colony will be most 
pernicious, and no short-sighted policy ‘or official 
cheese-paring should prevent everything being 
done which might or ought to be done. The 
departure of 70,000 inhabitants is a sorious 
dislocation to the trade of the colony—it is 
not so much the coolies who are leaving, but 
the trading classes and their employees. 

Besides having three plague hospitals, we 
ought to have a considerable . addition of 
scientific and trained doctors added to the 
medical staff of this colony, and the should ba 
well paid — not wtiderpaid as they are at 
present. Good pay ig required to attract good 
men—it is penny-wise and pound-foolish to 
be penurious in fighting death and disease.

The Shanghai share-market having been 
our prop for some time, it is natural that any 
reaction there would affect us here. When, 
therefore, orders were received to sell one or 
two stocks, which that market had bought up 
largely, we felt the pinch somewhat. It is not 
improbable that the temporary panic in Wall 
Street.caused northern operators to face about 
and slacken the fast and furious paca at which 
things up there had been going. This lull must 
be taken as a blessing in disguise, as, by check- 
ing the upward movement from being overdone, 
it allows prices to adjust themselves on a sound 
basis.

A rumour has been gaining ground that the 
next dividend is going to be £2.

This was a peak case, called by consent of 
parties, to decido the liability or not of certaiu 
shares belonging to the estate of Joseph Jacques, 
deceased, not on the register of the Hongkong 
and Shanghai Bank at Hongkong, to be charged 
probate duty in this colony. ‘The Attorney- 
General was the complainant, ond Sarak’ 
Jacques, oxecutrix of the will of her husband, 
Joseph Jacques, deceased, was the defendant. 

Mr. H. E. Pollock, K.C. ( Acting Attorney- 
General ), instructed by Mr. F, B, L. Bowley 
(Crown Solicitor), appeared for the complainant, 
and Mr. J. J. Francis, K-C., instructed by. 
Mr. G. C. C. Master, solicitor (Messrs, Johnson, 
Stokes and Master) for the defendant. . ; 
: Mr. Pollock said the caso wa; a special one- 
called for the opinion of the Court under the 
provisions of the-Code of Civil Procedure as 
contained in- Ordinance 17 of 1873, and the 
usual memoranda had been filed.‘ t r 
with that of the special case attached. As his . 
Lordship would see from thé special.case, this. 
was the question for the court to.determine— — -

The 
contention of the Attorney-General was that 
probate duty on theze 1,472 shares ought to bs 
paid in Hongkong, dnd the contention of the 
other side’ was that the shares were not situated 
in Hongkong, but respectively in England and 
within the jurisdiction of the Supreme Court 
of Shanghai. Mr. Pollock submitted that, inas- 
much as the business of the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank was entirely controlled from 
this colony—the provisions of the deed of 
settlement would bear that out—probate duty 
must be paid in this colony, and the shares must 
ba considered as being within the jurisdiction 
of that honourable Conrt, 

Mr. Pollock then dealt at length with the 
provisions of the deed of settlement, after 
which arguments were proceeded with.

BRITISH TRADE WITH SIAM.

[BY A LATE SIAMESE RESIDENT. | 

When the next Consular report for Bangkok 
arrives it will have a serious tale of Britieh 
shipping losses to tell. But it is not likely to 
come to hand for another five months or 80, 
and in the meantime I have prepared from the 
daily shipping returns of the Siamese Custom 
House a few tables showing what our loss in 
that direction has been. Put briefly, the 
proportion of British vessels trading with 
Bangkok has fallen in threes years from 76 per 
cent. to 38 per cent.: while their tonnage has 
dropped from 78 per cent. to 38 per cent. In

The evidence which 
was adduced by the prosecution as to the finding 
of the opium was to the effect that at 5 a.m. on 
the 30th May last, three and a half hours aftor 
the arrival of the steamship Pak Kong, a cer-. 
tain man was seen on the gangway of the said 
Puk Kong. He then came off the vessel 
and went through the gates of the wharf on {o 
the Praya. ‘There he was arrested, and on his 
person were found 30 tins of prepared - opium, 
which weighed 15( taels. Although the penalty 
imposed is merely a precuniary one, tho Section 
is of an exceedingly stringeut nature, and in 
my opinion I ought to apply to it that 
paramount: rule which requires that every 
penal statute should bo construed strictly. 
The actual finding on board is of the 
essence of the Section, and it is not suffici- 
ent simply to prove that the opium came 
from off the vessel. I am moreover of ppinion 
that the Legislature intended that the offence 
should be restricted to cases of opium actually 
found on a ship, obviously to give the master of 
the said ship an opportunity to exculpate 
himeelf. 
“My finding is therefore for the defendant, 
and I order this summons to be dismissed.”

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TRADE OF SOUTH-EAST ASIA. — 


—_——_o__—_— __. 

A valuable report on the trade and shipping 
of South-East Asia has been recently issu .d by 
the Commercial, Labour and Statistical Depart- 
ment of the Board of Trale. It has been 
complied by Mr. T. Worthirgton from various 
official documents, and deals with the trade of 
French Indo-China, Siam, the Straits Settle- 
ments and the British and Dutch possessions 
in the East Indies. "With regard to the trade 
of the United Kingdom with the countries of 
Sou'h-Esst Asia it is shown that the total . 
value of the merchandiso imported from 
them into this country in the years 1895-1899 
varied between four-and-a-half millions and 
six-and-a-half millions sterling annaally, whilst 
the exports to the same countries from the 
United Kingdom showed a steddy increase in 
value from £4,373,000 in 1895 to £5,386,000 in 
1899. The growth in the import trade is chiefly 
due to increased exports from the Straits Set- 
tlements; these were valued at £5.868,000 in 
1899, as against an average of £4,135,000 for 
the four previous years. The increased value 
of the export trade of the United Kisgdom 
with these countries is due likewiss partly t» 
increased shipments to the Straits Settlements 
(£2.660,000 in 1899, as compared with an average 
of £2.365,000 for the previous four years) and 
alzo toa growing raile with the Dutch East 
Indies, the exports to which islands were valued 
at only £1,989,0.0 in 1895 but rose to £2,423,000 
in 1899. The decreased value of imports from 
the Dutch East Indies may be said to bo 
entirely due to smaller shipments of sugar, 
the valne of these shipments having been only 
£87,000 in 1899, as compared with £676,000 in 
1895.

CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


An official despatch from Peking, says the 
N.-C. Daily News, states that Prince Ching is 
strongly opposed to uring the salt revenue for 
paying off the indemnity, and to this end has 
decided to: ask the Throne to allow certain 
economies to be effected in the Imperial House- 
hold Department and other Metropolitan Gov- 
ernment expenses, amounting in all to some 6 or 
6 million taels per aonum, and then by effecting 
other economies in the provincial governments 
procure some 4 or 5 million taels more, In this 
way a saving of about 11 million taels can be 
obtained without much trouble, thereby saving 
the salt revenue of the Empira to defray the 
regular expenses of the Empire itself. 

According to a Japanese paper, the Chinesa 
Eastern Railway Company started its shipping 
business with six steamers purchased from 
various ship-owners, and afterwards constructed 
two vessels at Shanghai for the company's 
servico in the sea of Okhotsk. In England 
there are now gix steamors in course of con- 
struction, two of which are expected to be 
ready for sea in the course of two or three 
months. These two vessels are to be employed 
in the company’s regn'ar service between Port 
Arthur and Nopasst while the four others 
will, on completion, be used fur service along 
the. coasts of Siberia. It is expected that the 
company will have fifteen steamers, with an 
aggregate registered tonnage of 19,300, by the 
end of this year. 

The Shanghai A.D.C. gave on the 4th inst. 
their opening performance of His Excellency 
the Governor at the Lyceum Theatre, Tho 
piece, though rather an ambitions choice, was 
excellently received.

In March of that year ho was 
transferred to Peking from Cairo—being 
promoted to 2nd Secretary a month later—but 
did not proceed to China. Instead, he was 
seconded for servica under the Colonial Office 
as Secretary to the Agency at Pretoria on the 
2oth July, 1899, but only remained there until 
the 11th of October, when the interruption of 
international relations occurred there. He 
then acted as Assistant Private Secretary to 
Sir Alfred Milner until the 2st of Septemher, 
1900, when he was appointed Political Secretary 
to Field-Marshal Lord Roberts. It will thus 
be seen how belated is his taking up of the 2nd 
Secretaryship at Peking.— N.C’. Duily News.

The New Press publishes a telegram from 
Tientsin, dated 3rd June, to the following 
effect: — Last night a mixed crowd of two 
hundred French and German soldiers in the 
Taku Road mobbed. the regular regimental 
patrol of the Royal Welsh Fusiliers, who were 
going rounds os usual. The: patrol ‘only. 
numbered five men, who stood their ground and . 
bravely defended themselves for one hour 
against these unequal odds, and then, finding 
the swarm of their assailants still inoreasing, 
the patrolmen fired and bayonetted, killing two 
French and one German.

An American “sentry was posted at 
the Legation Street bridga (only a few feot from 
the U. 8. Legation) with striot orders to stop 
all horses or vehicles of any kind from coming 
past him, as that portion of the roid is at 
present under repairs. and the work has been 
much delayed by soldiers persisting in riding 
or driving past. A German Marine then came, 
with a cart, and was called on by the U.S. 
sentry to halt. This the German flatly refused 
to do, so the sentry had no alternative but to 
fire. He fired his rifle, not with any idea of 
hurting the German, but os a1 warning, 
Unfortunately the bullet glanced off the wll of 
the bridge and sped along the ‘other part of 
Legation Street, penetrating the leg of the 
sentry at the German Legation. The wound 
is not serious. ,
